Much  can  be  said  about  pride  and  its  «^>nsequenccs  John 
Kuskin  put  it  wdl  when  he  said,  “I  have  been  more  and  more 
convinced.  . . . that,  in  general,  pride  is  at  the  bottom  of  all 
great  mistakes.  All  the  other  passions  do  occasional  good,  but 
whenever  pride  puls  in  its  word,  everything  goes  wrong;  and 
what  mighi  be  desirable  to  do  quietly  and  innocently,  is  mortally 
dangerous  to  do  proudly" 

Without  a certain  amount  of  pride  a man  becomes  wcak. 
But  pride,  loo.  is  a many  splcndored  thing  It  can  make  him 
overlook  a low  tire,  low  oil  pressure  or  a rough  engine.  It 
can  pu.sh  him  through  an  undercast  of  freezing  slush  to  make 
just  one  pass’  at  the  field.  It  can  drive  a man  to  lake  off  into 
fasi-dcterioraling  weather.  It  can  crush  him  into  the  side  of 
a mountain. 

Like  ambition,  pride  is  sometimes  virtuous  but  more  often 
VICIOUS  Pride  in  your  country,  your  service  and  your  flying 
ability  is  certainly  commendable.  But  pride  without  reason  is 
like  laudanum  and  other  poisonous  medicines;  beneficial  in 
small  does  (and  well  diluted)  but  deadly  in  large  quantities. 

We  who  fly  must  frequently  inventory  our  abilities  and 
acknowledge  our  limitations — without  the  influence  of  pride 
— if  we  are  to  live  out  our  lives  and  enjoy  our  chosen  profes- 
sion. 


Weaknesses  must  be  made  strong.  It's  within  the  grasp  of 
every  airman  to  improve  himself — to  raise  his  own  limitations. 
The  method  itself  is  simple,  for  available  to  all  arc  the  aircraft, 
synthetic  trainers  and  innumerable  manuals  that  tell  "How", 
The  big  obstacle  is  honest  self-cvalunlion  and  determination 
to  raise  the  proficiency  level 

Probably  a belter  know  saying  is  ’Pride  Goclh  Before 
a Fall!  Could  this  he  a word  of  caution  out  of  the  past  for 
those  of  the  air  age?

A flight  operator  on  a municipal  .lirport  or  airport  of- 
ficials may  make  application  for  procurement  of  a UNICOM 
iransmiltcr  and  receiver  for  operation  on  122.8  for  ground  to 
nir  eommunication  with  aircr.ift  from  a fised  operation  on  an 
airport  .Several  aviation  groups  .md  muncipalities  have  con- 
tacted the  commission  for  procuremnt  of  this  equipment. 

All  of  the  agencies  concerned  have  concurred  in  this  pro- 
ject and  the  Montana  Aeronautics  Commission  at  the  last 
meeting  approved  the  proeureineni  of  UNICOM  radio  equip- 
ment by  the  commission  lor  civil  defense  operations  The  fi- 
nancing of  this  equipment  will  be  handled  jointly  on  a matching 
basis  with  funds  being  furnished  by  the  civil  defense  admin- 
istration and  the  airport  operators  interested  in  procuring

RECOMMENDED  ADI/.  PRACTICES 
The  Security  Rules  do  not  prohibit  pilots  from  filing  their 
flight  plans  by  radio  The  Air  Defense  Command,  however, 
advises  that  an  "Air-filed"  flight  plan  makes  the  aircraft  sub- 
ject to  interception  for  positive  identification  Pilots  arc 
strongly  urged,  therefore,  to  file  DVFR  flight  plans  required 
for  Security  Control  either  in  person  or  by  telephone.  To  en- 
courage conformance  with  this  request  CAA  communications 
stations  will  accept  collect  long  distance  telephone  calls  made 
for  the  purpose  of  filing  required  DVFR  flight  plans.  The 
following  procedure  will  apply: 

I Before  placing  the  call,  you  should  make  out  your 
DVFR  flight  plan  and  determine  the  telephone  number  of  the 
nearest  CAA  communications  station  located  in  an  ADIZ  or 
an  Open  Area,  either  from  the  Flight  Information  Manual  or 
other  sourcc- 

2-  Contact  the  long  distance  telephone  operator  and  place 
a collect  slation-to-station  call  from  "Security  Pilot  (your 
last  name)"  to  the  CAA  station. 

3.  When  the  CAA  station  accepts  the  call,  file  your  DVFR 
flight  plan  as  expeditiously  as  possible 

Pilots  should  note  that  CAA  stations  will  not  accept  col- 
lect calls  from  locations  which  are  obviously  much  closer  to 
another  CAA  slatum.  neither  will  they  accept  calls  which  do 
not  contain  the  key  words  "SECURITY  PILOT  (name).”  In 
order  to  conserve  government  funds,  CAA  stations  will  not 
accept  long  distance  collect  calls  from  any  point  within  cither 
the  Eastern  or  Western  Defense  Area-  DVFR  flight  plans 
from  such  points  will  be  accepted,  however,  if  filed  at  no  ex- 
pense to  the  government.

IMPORIANT  NOTICI-  TO  AIRCR  OWNPRS 

Chango  in  Civil  Regulations  governing  (he  inspection  of 
aircraft  was  effective  July  17.  1956.  These  regulations,  m 
effect,  transfer  authority  and  responsibility  for  dcicrming  con- 
tinued airworthiness  to  the  industry  The  CAA  has  published 
a booklet  entitled  "General  Aircraft  Inspection"  to  acquaint 
aircraft  owners  with  the  new  inspection  requirements.  This 
booklet  may  be  obtiiincd  free  of  charge  from  the  CAA  Avia- 
tion Safety  District  Office  at  Helena  or  Billings.  Some  of  the 
principal  changes  arc. 

1 The  present  "annual"  inspection  will  be  replaced  by 
the  "periodic"  inspection  which  is  required  on  all  aircraft  at 
least  every  12  calendar  months  Aircraft  which  arc  used  to 
carry  passengers  for  hire  must  be  inspected  every  100  hours 
except  that  this  may  he  exceeded  by  not  more  than  10  hours 
when  necessary  to  reach  point  at  which  the  inspection  may  be 
conducted,  in  which  event  the  lime  must  be  included  in  the 
next  100-hour  interval, 

a.  An  aircraft  is  exempt  from  the  lUU-hour  inspection 
requirement  provided  it  is  being  operated  under  a progressive 
inspection  system  as  outlined  in  CAR  43.22  (b)  and  the  CAA 
has  been  properly  notified 

b.  A 100-hour  inspection  may  be  completed  by  either 
a properly  certificated  mechanic,  CAA  appropriately  rated  re- 
pair station  or  properly  qualified  aircraft  manufacturer. 

2.  No  person  shall  operate  an  aircraft  unless,  within  the 
preceding  12  months,  it  has  been  given  a periodic  inspection 
in  accordance  with  CAR  18.  and  has  been  approved  for  return 
to  service  by  one  of  the  following 

a.  Certificated  mechanic  holding  both  Airframe  and 
Powcrpl_ant  Rating  and  New  Inspection  Authorization  Card, 
Form  ACA-2354 

b An  appropriately  rated  certificated  repair  station 

c.  The  manufacturer,  if  the  aircraft  was  built  by  him  under 
an  approved  production  inspection  system  or  production  cer- 
tificate 

3.  Ferry  permits  can  only  l>c  issued  by  CAA  agents  or 
CAA  approved  repair  stations  after  July  17,  1956. 

4 The  DAMI  "Designee"  system  will  also  be  dicon- 
tinued.  DAWTs  will  he  replaced  by  certificated  A ik  F me- 
chanics holding  'Inspcclion  Authorization" 

5.  Starting  July  17.  Airworthiness  Certificates  will  be  of 
indefinite  duration  The  old  type  cortificale  may  be  exchanged 
for  a new  one  of  indefinite  duration,  providing  the  old  one  has 
not  yet  expired  This  may  be  done  by  personally  contacting 
a CAA  agent,  or  by  mailing  the  certificate  to  the  CAA  office 
m Billings  or  Helena  If  the  old  Airwurthincss  Ccrlifieate  is 
allowed  to  expire,  it  will  be  necessary  to  have  the  aircraft  com- 
pletely inspected  by  a CAA  agent  before  a new  one  can  be 
issued

sense  at  all  he  flics  a course  relative  to  obstructions,  which 
will  permit  a 18(1  turn  as  he  approaches  a narrow  restricted 
area.  Further,  he  turns  back  before  he  begins  to  lose  vis- 
ibility or  the  canyon  gets  too  narrow  for  a turn.  A lot  of 
pilots  (who  were  still  alive  after  such  an  accident!  have  ad- 
mitted that  they  "knew  belter"  The  weather-pusher  type  of 
pilot  IS  a hazard  to  himself  and  all  the  passengers  he  carries 
This  is  particularly  true  if  the  pilot  has  been  able  to  "sneak 
thru"  a few  limes 

Too  casual  an  altitude  on  the  part  of  executives  using 
eompany-owncd  aircraft  can  make  this  type  of  flying  very 
hazardous  Jl  is  )iisi  good  business  for  companies  to  impose 


strict  standards  of  Valion  and  mainicnancc  (The  tragic 
loss  of  life  among  executives  shows  that  too  few  do  ) The 
pilot — not  the  executive — should  be  "the  Captain  of  the  Ship" 

There  may  be  sweat  on  your  brow — but  it's  still  possible 
to  get  carbureter  ice. 

When  ifs  hot  (temperature)  and.or  high  (elevation)  the 
indicated  airspeed  may  be  the  same,  hut  she’s  traveling  over 
the  ground  faster  When  you  flare-out  for  landing,  you  don’t 
have  thill  old  (sea-level)  ground  cushion — she’s  apt  to  go 
right  on  through  to  the  ground — Kaplunk.
